Captain Kramer returning from 
Ronceverte reports that the rock 
baas, which were introduced into 
New River several years ago are 
swarming in the Greenbrier below 
the St. Lawrence Dam literally by 
thousands. A great many have 
been caught, and recognized by 
persons who aro acquainted with 
the fish. They are not as large as 
our black bass, but are very nearly 
related, growing somewhat larg< r 
than sun perch which they some¬ 
what resemble. They aro very 
game and make fine oating. Was 
it not for tho darn at Uoncevorl 
this very desirable fish would pool 
be plentiful in our own fishii L 
waters. If the company could 1» 
compelled to erect fish ladders not 
only would rock bass tot also t « 
large channel cats, which we n* 
once so plentiful, be found li 
in numbers.

The Law Which Prevents Railroad. 

Prom Hauling Wet Good*. 
f “Be it anacted by tbe Legist* 
tura of Waat Virginia: 

Bee. u That any agent or etn 
ployee of My person, firm or cor 
poration, oarring on the bnsineae 
of h common carrier, or any other 
p^paon, who without a «Ute li¬ 
cense for dealing in intoxicating 
liquor., shall engage in the traffic 
or liple of each liquors, or be in¬ 
tended for profit in the sale 
thereof, or act ae the agent or em¬ 
ployee or ooneignor or consignee 
of the same, or who shall solicit 
or reoeivt any order for the sale 
of any intoxicating liquors, or do- 
vertriay person, firm or cor¬ 
poration My package oontaining 
such intoxicating liquors, shipped 
“Collect on Delivery,” oa other¬ 
wise, except to a person having a 
state lieenee to sell the tame, or 
to the bona fide consignee thereof 
who has in good faith ordered the 
same for hia personal use, shall be 
deemed to have made a sale there¬ 
of contrary to law, and guilty of s 
misdemeanor; and upon convic¬ 
tion thereof, shall be fined not 
leas than ten dollars, tor more 
than one hundred dollars, aud may 
at the discretion of the. court be 
imprisoned in the county jail not 
exoeeding six months.” 

The C. & O. R. R. Company 
in pursuance of this law has noti¬ 
fied Its agents not to deliver any 
intoxicants to persons tho have 
not ordered the'same for pesoual 


or- 


• If a person wants whiskey 
his own consumption he may 
dar the aame C. O. D. or in any 
other manner, but if he buys it to 
sell he involves the railroad com¬ 
pany which delivers it to him in 
the same manner whether it be 
delivered prepaid or C. O. D. 

The prosecuting attorney has 
announced hia intention to. push 
this law for all it is worth, add all 
the depot agents holding responsi¬ 
ble and lucrative positions are in¬ 
quiring into what a man wants 
with his liquor. 

The law would apply equally 
to teamsters if they were Bent out 
of the state for liquor. 

This law in addition to the fact 
that the last Virginia legislature 
closed up the bar at the foot of 
the mountain in Bath county 
should have the effect of making 
Pocahontas a very dry county.

W© have recently displayed ii 
our printing office a part of the 
large otfllectjcn of Indian relic 
collected by Dr. Norman Piic$, 
during tbo pa9t twenty years. . Aio 
iog one of the largest private col 
lections in the two Virginias, i: 
contains many interesting am 
rare specimens of Indian lmndi 
work. Those relics _wore fcuud 
mainly in Pooahontas edanty, i. 
fertile field in which to pick ii| 
implements used- in warfare nno 
the chase, but pipes, pottery and 
others articles of domestic equip' 
ment are seldom found. Tin 
fact is well established that then 
were no indians villages on tin 
Greenbrier. The country drained 
hy it, however was the favorite 
hunting and camping ground oi 
tho dwellers along the Kanawha 
and Ohio. So widely distributed 
are these relics in this section 
that every family can tell of es¬ 
pecially fine relics which have been 
in their possession but are now| timber 
lost or broken. 

We would bo glad if those hav¬ 
ing relics in their passession 
would bring them here for exhi¬ 
bition and safe keeping if they do 
not wisji to part with them.

The buckeye harvest is at hand, 

aud tho family cow coinqs home 

with a far away look iu her eyes 

ns she vuinly endeavors to find 

her ciitf among* 'the pains and 

aches which wrack her inwards. 

The head of the house pronounces 

it a case*" of buckeye poisoning, 

and compounds a drench which 

is made up of opsom salt, million, 

linsood oil, charcoal, turpentine, 

sulphur, sweet milk and anything 

else that can be thoiiglit of or ii- 

lying around handy. Tho cow is 

driven into a fence comer ami 

• 

tho dose poured into her nock, 
making her swallow by taking 
hold of her tongue and giving It n 
pump-like motion. The introduc¬ 
tion of ^liia compound surprises 
the^cow's stomach to such an ex¬ 
tent that the cud seeks refuge in 
ter mouth, and her intornal ar¬ 
rangements proceed to perforiq 
their usual functions. The buck¬ 
eye tree will however, have to be 
watched as tho cow will immedia¬ 
tely return and eat until she is 
too drunk to see the nuts. ' 

It is said that deer can eat the 
buckeye with impunity, but they 
also can eat laurel. We have 
always heard that tho reason of 
their being imm une was they had 
po gaul, but mjo do not know 
whether this is true or not. 

There is a fairy tale about one 
half of the buckeye being fit for 
food while the other is poison¬ 
ous, that squirrels would eat one 
side of the nut and discard tho 
Other. But if you observe closely 
it will be found that it is not al¬ 
ways tho same side which is eaten. 
Wo have seen hickory nuts and 
walnuts only half eaten, and the 
hulls where a buckeye had boon 
entirely consumed. 

Preparations made from the 
buckeye are now being extensively 
used by the medical profession 
for a largo number of ailments. 
It lias long been known that a 
buckeye carried in tho pocket was 
a preventative of rheumatism, 
boils, and bad luck generally.

pelt. It is because they came 
from different animals. 

It i 9 an old trick to blacken the 
hide of the skunk but the subter¬ 
fuge fails when tho skin is offered 
for sale to a fur buyer of average 
experience. The difference in the 
animals may bo detormiuojd as 
follows: j 

Tho polocat is black, slightly 
longer and with a smaller tail. 

It 1ms tho mephitic order, tut 
cannot eject it in the form of a 
spray. It has it under control 
iu this way that under fear and 
excitinont it taints the air with a 
horrid smell. It is a predatory 
animal feeding on frogs, toads, 
rats, mice, rabbits nud poultry. 

The skunk is always marked 
with white. It can eject at will 
a fetid secretion to a distance of 
five or six feet or evon farther. 
It feeds on snails, earthworms, 
grubs, insects and bugs of all 
kinds. It never disturbs poultry 
or any other animal capable of 
resistance or flight, and is a most 
valuable friend of the farmer. 

In advancing this theory we 
know wo are going against tho 
law. Tho act of 1903 places the 
polocat and skunk as the same 
animal. “Polecat or skunk,'’ it 
says, and therefore there is such 
i a diversity *of opinion as to the 
desirability of the law. If the 
law read that it was to bi un¬ 
lawful to kill any skunk with 
whi(p markings on its body, the 
act would bo most beneficial to 
tho farmers in this state. 

Anyone who has killod as 
many polecats and skunks as the 
writer must have noticed that 
when caught in a trap or bayed 
by dogs some would eject the 
mephitic fluid and others would 
not. - 

They must also have noticod 
that in skinning the animals that 
the black ones and therefore the 
valuable ones, smelled worse 
than those with the white marks, 
and a black one is best skinned 
under water in a running stream 

This theory explains all these 
things and is borne out by the 
natural history. Therefore kil 
the black polecat^, but let the 
striped ones go free. 

The skins of the black ones are 
sold as sable skins, while the 
white ones are skunk skins 


good many didoes. They readied 
the Blue Ridge by daylight and 
this was their first ohauco t > travel 
safely by daylight, was while 
crossing tho blue mountain's by¬ 
roads. 

Thore they found plenty of 
cherries that soothed their raven¬ 
ous hunger, temporarily, until 
they reached Waynesboro where 
they wore furnished some oorn- 
broad and bacon to carry with 
them. The second night after 
leaving Waynesboro, they reached 
Staunton about day broak and 
went into hiding in some brush 
back of the lunatic asylum, thus 
two days and a night were spent 
between Waynesboro and Staun- 
on. 

Leaving Staunton they came 
mar Goshen when they wero dis¬ 
covered by Scouts, who hurried 
o give notice and the whole 
roop was out in a very little 
while. 

Flanking Goshen tho conscripts 
rested among the hills until all 
ha*l settled down and then re¬ 
sumed their homeward way. The 
second night after their fright at 
Goshen they flanked old Mill boro, 
and fell in at Clocks near Windy 
Cave church just after dark and 
was well fed. After supper they 
went up the Warm Spring moun¬ 
tain as far as tho “big turn," 
where the party loft tho road and 
secreted themselves in the forest 
and spent the day in full view t>f 
the Warm Springs, near flag rock. 
Then about dusk crossed the road 
between Germantown and the 
Warm Spriug baths, came into 
tho road west of the Warm 
Springs earl y jn the night and 
called upon “Aunt Kitty" Rich¬ 
ards for supper. The lady of the 
house remarked that “she took 
pleasure in cooking for southern 
soldiers but if she ever cooked 
for Yankees - or Union men she 
would never forgive herself..” 

In a little while thereafter, 
after enjoying this free and wel¬ 
come repan the conscripts crossed 
Jackson's river, and followed the 
“old road" until they came in 
view of a party at work in a salt 
cavern. Hereupon they left the 
road and secreted themselves for

As to their means of subsistence 
the following particulars afford 
some idea.

During tho frying there 
was a singular popping noise the 
moat being full of skippers. The 
hungry men however enjoyed 
their moonlight meal all the same 
and paid their 50 cents each for 
tho privilege. 

In Orange County, Va., a sheep 
was caught, barbacued in a deep 
hollow eaten ravenously but the 
effect was anything Gut whole¬ 
some. The next food when the 
mutton was used up was a sheaf 
of wheat which waa foragod from 
a field, carried to tho woods, the 
grain was rubbed out in their 
hands and oaten, then next wore 
the cherries on the Blue Ridge.*

After remaining at their homos 
about two weeks all the eouacriptb 
started through the lines with a 
battalion of Ringgold Cavalry, 
commanded by Col. T. M. Harris 
of Gleuville, West Va.

But It is 
regarded as an ingeniously for¬ 
cible example of special pleading. 
In tho opinion of the very chari¬ 
table, it may palliate in a measure 
the odium attached to the sentence 
of death pronounced off an inno¬ 
cent woman as a something done 
through a mistaken sense of pa¬ 
triotic duty, but nothing more 
can be expected of it. As tho 
years multiply, the innocence of 
that woman becomes more and 
more apparent.

Some of the more interesting 
of my early memories are those 
associated with the years passed 
at the seminary as a divinity stu¬ 
dent. This Prince Edward 
j /cllool of the Prophets has had 
something of a talUmonic influ¬ 
ence upon very much of my entire 
life's experiences. 

I ike all other peoplo's lives 
mine has been one of unbroken 
continuity. For One's earlier 
years, like the tiny oak from the 
little acorn, coutain all the ele¬ 
ments of future personality. 

Hence early youth is a suscep¬ 
tible and iuifta'ive period; the iu* 
fluer.cea exerted upon and training 
of which aie largely determinative 
of individual -character in mature 
age. The first minister I remem¬ 
ber anything ubout were Revs. 
John Bluin ami David II. Cun¬ 
ningham both were among the 
earlier alumni of Union Theologi¬ 
cal' Seminary. They met and 
wooed their wives in Princo 
Edward County. To my boyish 
imagination . these Pastors wives 
were as beantlfnl as angels in 
muslins and merinos contrasted 
with most of the ladies that came 
my way at that early period; to 
pleasant were their voices, so 
gentle and sympathetic their treat¬ 
ment of little boys. 

One of these ladies while vexed 
with tho way a neighbor molested 
her chickens that scratched his 
garden said to him by way;of 


voice soft and gentle as those 
that must have beeu heard in a 
case of unpleasantness that trans¬ 
pired on Mt. Iioreb; in the case 
of Moses ami Gipparah. “You 
poor old sinner, I am going to 
pray specially for you. 1 ’ The 
other lady is remembered as be- 
tng so very sympathetic towards 
her husband, who while acting 
as a man of all work in the garden 
stable, wood pile ahd kitchen, 
along with his ministerial duties 
and sermonic studies would at 
timerappear excessively fatigued.- 
Then.it was her sympathies would 
so overpower her that she would 
say iu tremulous dove-like accents, 
“My dear husband I am so sorry 
to see you so very tired. Do let 
me help you to rest.” Overcome 
by her sympathetic impulses plac¬ 
ing herself upon his knee she 
carressingly helped him in resting 
to her fond heart s content. 

Tho minister more than all 
others that I now recall, who in¬ 
fluenced my youth and early man¬ 
hood was the late Mitchell Dun- 
lop a very enthusiastic alumnus 
of Washington College, Lexing¬ 
ton, Va. and of .our Seminary. 
He revered the memory of hil 
college Pre.ideut Henry Ruffner 
and the uames of S. L. Graham, 
Baxter, Wilson and Sampson; 
his seminary professors along 
with many of their contemporaries. 
Then to make a abort story briefer 
I came under the all prevading 
influence of the Rev. Dr. Wm. 
S. White, of blessed memory, 
with me, and bj- the time he was 
through with me I Came to regard 
Union Theological Seminary as 
veritably the very gate of heaven 
where heavenly counsels were to 
be heard and “celestial wisdom” 
gained from heavenly minded 
Elders of cur Presbyterial Zion 
seated in that gate with all due 
authority. 

At the virtual sacrifice of a 
competent earthly patrimony I 
hopefully arranged to spend four 
years at college and throe years at 
this place of holy privileges the 
seminary. Though nearly fifty 
years ago 1 feel as I write some¬ 
thing of the reverential enthu¬ 
siasm that thrilled me, when tie 
seminary came in view as John 
McOoul and myself the only pas 
sengets In CreoJ Price’s mail 
hack turned Into the avenu-j front¬ 
ing the seminary and halted at 
tho main gato.

No one can say how many words 
there are in tbe English language, 
because, says the Springfield Re¬ 
publican, there are so many words 
of doubtful staqding. The Cen¬ 
tury Dictonary contains about 
225,000 words, and the new edition 
of the Htandard Dictionary lays 
claim to over 300,000. Of theBe 
many are obsolete, and many oth¬ 
ers are rarely used. Science has 
added a vast vocabulary of poly¬ 
syllables that are scientific form¬ 
ulae rather than real words. They 
have no place in general litera¬ 
ture. The ordinary English vo¬ 
cabulary may be said to contain 
from 30,000 to 50,000 words, tho 
latter estimate being large. No 
single wrlter^of literature has 
used so many words as tbe lower 
number named.

Last week the town of Mongo- fl 
mery went through a moat harrow¬ 
ing experience. One of the po¬ 
licemen by the name of John El- * 
iot spoke to Wm. Jackson on the c 
depot platform, and in a few mo- a 
menu afterwars shot him through t 
the heart, Jackson fell dead with- a 
out uttering a word. . 

Elliot was arrested and the four 
brothers of the dead raau armed 

them selves. The Jacksons are 

% 

coal miners, natives of theconnty, 
and have hitherto borne a good 
reputation. • 

They insisted on the life of El- t 
liott and the town was on the 
verge of a riot- The police force 
was trying to protect the prisoner, 
and most of the miners were with 
the Jacksons because they consid¬ 
ered the killing of Jackson was 
unprovoked. 

The mayor of Montgomery < 
phoned for the sheriff, Nebemiab 
Daniel, who lived at the county 1 
seaj. The sheriff responded im- ! 
mediately and came down on a < 
local train. When the traia polled 
in to Montgomery, the sheriff 
alighted and no policeman was 
present bnt the Jackaona were. < 
They were personally known to 
the sheriff and he approached them 
and aaid to them that they must 
be more arderly or he would put 
them under arrest. 

Ed Jackson stepped np to him 
and drew a pistol and presented 
it in the face of the sheriff and 
said: “I will kill the first man that 
lays his finger on me!” The sheriff 
tapped him gently with his fore¬ 
finger and Jackson shot the sheriff 
through the head killing him al¬ 
most instantly. 

An attempt was made to arrest 
Jackson bnt his friends protected 
him with their guns. A police¬ 
man got the drop on Ed, bnt 
twenty gnns flashed in the air, and 
the town was terrorized. 

The Jacksons went ont of town 
in a body and hid in an old mine 
overlooking the town from where 
the^ watched the proceeding* in 
the town, including the Jpneral 
obsequies of their dead brotner. 

A special train train .was rushed

deputy sheriffs, each armed with 

* a repeating rifle. These scattered 
5 through the woods in search of 

* the Jacksons. Rewards aggrega¬ 
ting 92500 had been offered by 

3 State and county for their arrest. 
After a time the Jacksons sent 

* word to Constable Davis, a friend, 

1 to come and take them and secure 

the reward. This was done and 
the four brothers were lodged in 

I jail at Charleston. 

’ Feeling rung very high against

Stamping Creek the size of a flour 
barrel where hawks have raiaed 
their ycang each season for years. 
The nest has been torn down re¬ 
peatedly but is built back each 
year, more stieks and brush 
being added. They begin to re¬ 
pair the neat in late winter and 
from then to late summer it is al¬ 
ways occupied by eggs or kmall 
birds. When the old birds are 
killed the nest is deserted bnt a 
few days before another couple 
takes up the work where the dead 
birds left off. This has been 
known to be done several times 
in a single season. These hawks 
are of the red tail variety which 
we call squirrel haws. While very 
common, proving a sure trial to 
the house-wife on account of dep¬ 
redations on the chicken coop, 
their neita are very rare.
